Finally,  I 
must  thank  everyone  on  the  staff  of  Clowne  R.D.C.  for 
their  help  and  courtesy.

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AS  STRANGE  AS  FICTION 


O.  Henry  was  an  American  author.  His  field  .was 
the  shoit  st :sry  with  a twist  or  sting  in  tne  tail.  Many 
people  believe  that  there  has  never  Dean  anyone  to  ap- 
proach him  in  his  particular  field.  One  of  his  best 
stories  is  ‘Tne  Cop  and  tne  Anthem'.  This  tells  the 
story  cf  a tramp  in  New  York.  Winter  is  drawing  in 
and  he  decides  it’s  time  to  go  to  prison  tor  a short  sen- 
tence. He  knowj  he  will  be  fed,  warmed  and  sheltered 
there.  To  achieve  this  sentence  he  gets  up  to  all  sorts 
of  tricks,  viz:— he  steals  an  umbreila,  he  cmers  a meal  in 
a sumptuous  restaurant,  knowing  lull  well  he  has  no 
money.  Alas,  these  and  many  ether  devices  come  to 
nought.  Finally,  he  is  arrested  just  when  he  is  perform- 
ing nis  omy  good  acdon.  if  you  wish  more  detail,  you 
should  read  the  story.  Or,  you  should  see  the  film  ‘Full 
House’  in  which  the  late  Charles  Laughton  gave  a won- 
derful performance  as  the  tramp.  The  above  is  fiction 
written  around  tne  turn  cf  the  century.  Of  course  in 
could  not  happen  now,  could  it  ? 


One  day  in  the  winter  of  193.1  I called  at  our  depot 
in  South  Normanton.  The  first  tning  1 saw  was  a police 
car.  Tnen,  I saw  two  policemen.  It  turned  out  that  they 
were  there  with  an  arrested  person  who  was  being 
cleaned  up  at  our  depot.  Tne  arrested  was  a mild  man 
oi  late  middle  age  wno  showed  all  the  signs  of  sleeping 
lough  in  the  open.  He  was  dirty,  insect  bitten  and  his 
lego  showed  mild  ‘fees. bite’.  His  speech  and  his  manner 
were  gentle.  He  had  been  arrested  for  very  petty  lar- 
ceny. Tne  policemen  told  me  that  this  was  not  his  first 
airest  at  this  time  of  the  year.  Apparently  the  menu  of 
a Xmas  dinner  in  prison  appealed  to  his  palate.  I believe 
thev  also  said  that  he  played  the  organ  in  prison.  So, 
it  can  happen  now  can’t  it  ? 


Of  course,  the  above  does  nor  happen  often.  Still  it 
set  me  thinking  about  other  people  who  are  not  at  one 
with  society.  Again,  I must  stress  that  we  do  not  have 
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many  such  in  my  three  districts.  But  quantity  is  not 
the  only  thing  which  affects  a problem.  For  instance,  a 
minute  splinter  in  your  hand  can  cause  pain  and  trouble 
out  of  all  proportion  to  its  size.  Similarly,  even  though 
we  do  not  have  many  at  odds  with  society,  each  one  can 
cause  a lot  cf  trouble.  We  have  two  groups  who  give 
us  trouble  from  time  to  time,  Gipsies  and  the  rare  old 
person  living  solitarily  in  insanitary  surroundings.  I would 
like  to  say  a word  or  two  about  them. 


Gipsies  are  a national  problem.  Tiiey  have  been  dis- 
cussed in  Parliament  and  at  Conferences.  Some  of  them 
have  certainly  caused  nuisances  in  my  area.  When  they 
leave  a site  it  is  often  in  a filthy  condition.  I feel  it’s 
time  we  decided  on  a national  effort  to  integrate  them 
for  once  and  for  all.  Obviously,  they  would  need  work 
and  housing  on  a scale  beyond  the  means  of  Local 
Authorities.  I believe  that  success  has  been  achieved  on 
a limited  scale  by  providing  houses  and  work.  And  this 
is  the  most  encouraging  sign,  the  children,  in  particular, 
have  taken  to  their  better  surroundings  as  ducks  to 
water.  If  the  time  is  not  ripe  for  the  above,  I have  one 
more  suggestion.  Could  not  strategically  placed  camp 
sites  be  erected  after  discussion  between  the  Government, 
the  Local  Authorities  and  the  Gipsies  ? These  sites  would 
be  sanitary  and  equipped  with  washing  facilities.  Surely 
this  would  be  an  appreciable  step  in  the  right  dir-i 
ecticn.  At  present  if  a Gipsy  asks  ‘Where  can  I go  ? ’ 
we  cannot  help.  Our  attitude  is  negative.  Wouldn’t  it 
be  better  to  have  a positive  attitude  whereby  we  could 
direct  him  to  the  nearest  properly  equipped  concerted 
effort  to  gather  the  Gipsies  (and  their  children  especially) 
back  into  the  fold. 


What  about  the  ether  group  I have  mentioned  ? The 
great  majority  of  old  people  I know  are  happy,  valued 
and  honoured  people  in  our  society.  They  would  be  even 
happier  if  their  pensions  were  higher  and  they  would  be 
healthier  too.  However,  that  is  another  subject.  Just 
occasionally,  we  meet  with  the  odd  old  person  living 
a’ one  in  insanitary  conditions.  Usually,  I begin  to  hear 
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the  odd  whi  p::’  fr  m neighbour:..  The  whispers,  grow 
until  they  become  ccmpla'nts  aid  these  complaints  can  be 
justified.  What  can  we  do  when  this  tragic  situation 
aiises  ? If  the  person  is  co-operative  we,  (i.e.  the  Local 
Health  Authority)  can  supply  a heme-help  and  volun- 
taiy  admission  to  an  old  people’s  home  can  be  arranged 
wneie  necessary— .his  is  easy  and  pleasant,  the  only  snag 
b.is.g  tne  local  and  national  shortage  of  homes  for  old 
people.  The  uapleasantne:s  a.ises  when  the  person  is 
not  co-operative.  Nc-one  likes  using  compulsion  to  old 
people.  However,  they  cannot  be  regarded  in  isolation. 
Their  happiness  must  be  weighed  against  the  unhappiness 
of  their  neighbours.  If  the  balance  is  against  them,  some- 
thing most  be  done  ; but  what  ? At  present  we  can  take 
action  under  the  Public  Health  Act  (to  have  the  person 
removed  to  a home  or  hospital).  Every  ivI.O.H.  .1  have 
met  dislikes  tne  last  and  will  use  it  only  as  a final  re- 
sort. I believe  we  need  another  string  to  our  bow.  In 
such  a case  I would  like  provision  made  for  the  com- 
pulsory acceptance  cf  home  help  by  the  person  con- 
cerned. If  this  failed,  the  harsher  provision  of  compul- 
sory removal  could  be  u,ed.  Tnis  would  mean  that  we 
had  tried  all  we  could  ta  keep  them  within  our  society. 
One  snag,  these  people  are  by  definitien  ‘unco-operative’. 
They  aie  often  really  dirty  in  body,  in  speech  and  even 
in  mind.  It’s  by  no  means  a picnic  to  help  them.  I have 
the  utmost  admiration  for  the  home-helps  who  do  so 
much  for  them.  A suggestion  here,  how  about  male 
home-helps  ? If  a woman  can  do  any  job  a man  can  do, 
surely  the  reverse  holds  true  (witness  the  success  of 
male  nurses).  I firmly  believe  that  compulsory  accep- 
tance of  home-help  would  rehabilitate  many  a man  and 
woman. 


1 began  by  telling  of  the  humorous  story  by  O.  Henry. 
I followed  this  by  the  equally  humorous  (in  some  ways) 
and  tiue  story  of  the  prisoner  at  our  depot.  Please  do 
no*-  be  mislead  by  my  levity.  I know  of  few  things 
which  a fleet  me  as  much  as  the  case  of  a person  outside 
who  is  basically  equipped  for  our  society  and  who  only 
needs  help  in  order  to  re-enter  it.

Comments 

1.  As  has  been  mentioned  previously!,  I have  no  idea  as 

to  hew  complete  these  figures  are.  There  appears  to 
have  been  a decrease  in  the  numbers  notified  this 
year  as  against  last.  However,  one  doctor  who  noti- 
fied a lot  of  accidents,  retired  and  left  the  district 
this  year.  Thus  there  may  not  have  been  a decrease. 

2.  Again,  the  accidents  have  been  caused  in  many  differ- 

ent ways.  For  the  second  year  running  most  acci- 
dents have  been  due  to  burns  and  falls.  These  two 
causes  are  found  in  almost  every  age  group  but  the 
severity  of  the  injury  caused  by  them  is  most  marked 
as  age  increases.  A trivial  fall  can  easily  break  a bone 
in  a person  ever  65  and  even  a small  burn  can  upset 
an  infant.  { 

3.  Only  one  accident  resulted  in  trivial  injury.  The  other 

59  caused  moderate  to  severe  injury.  In  other  words 
accidents  are  important  as  a cause  .of  injury.  This 
was  also  shown  in  the  figures  for  1961. 

4.  Again,  no  accidents  due  to  domestic  gas  were  notified, 

nor,  was  any  such  accident  notified  in  1961.  From 
national  figures,  one  would  have  expected  some  acci- 
dents from  this  cause. 

5.  I cannot  emphasise  too  strongly  how  careful  one  should 

be  when  using  or  carrying  a source  of  heat.  For 
instance,  babies  cannot  take  avoiding  action  if  anv- 
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thing  hot  is  dropped  upon  them.  In  a similar  way, 
children  are  apt  to  move  quickly  without  paying  too 
much  attention  to  where  they  are  going.  Several 
accidents  have  been  caused  in  this  way  when  a child 
has  run  into  an  older  person  carrying  a pan  full  of 
hot  material. 


ONE  STEP  FORWARD,  TWO  STEPS  BACK 

Any  Scot  wno  knows  any  history  has  a tremendous 
affection  for  France  and  her  people.  France  and  Scot- 
land formed  the  ‘Auld  Alliance’  — a partnership  against 
the  English,  especially  against  King  Eaward,  the  ’Hammer 
of  the  Scots’,  (of  course,  now  that  Mr  S.  Matthews,  the 
moaein  hammer  cf  the  Scots,  has  grown  older  we  are 
managing  quite  nicely  on  our  own,  tnank  you).  Accord- 
ingly, I was  thrilled  when  my  wife  and  I decided  to 
spend  a touiing  holiday  in  France,  two  years  ago.  We 
were  not  disappointed.  We  had  a wonderful  holiday  in 
a fascinating  country  tuil  cf  friendly  and  kindly  people. 

One  particular  day  we  shall  never  forget.  We  left 
Niort  cn  Sunday  morning  and  proceeded  to  Saintes.  This 
is  a very  old  town  with  a wonderful  Roman  arch  dating 
back  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  years.  We  then  went 
Horn  Ancient  to  Modern  because  our  next  stop  was 
Royan.  Rcyan  is  a seaside  town  which  was  destroyed 
during  the  war.  However  it  has  arisen  like  a phoenix 
from  the  ashes  and  is  now  just  about  the  most  modern 
town  there  is.  From  there  we  crossed  the  river  Gar- 
cnne  and  proceeded  through  the  vine  country  to  the  city 
of  Boi  deaux,  one  of  the  most  important  towns  in  France. 
We  left  Bordeaux  by  tne  Biarritz  road  until  we  stopped 
toi  the  day  at  Labcuheyre.  It  had  been  a long  hot  day 
and  we  were  pleased  to  sit  in  the  hotel’s  garden  and  have 
a drink. 


vVe  sat  there  in  the  shadows  of  some  olive  trees  and 
watched  the  cars  go  by.  One  car  stopped  and  a French- 
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mar.  and  his  daughter  came  out  and  enquired  if  they 
could  be  served  with  a drink.  Being  welcomed,  they 
went  to  the  car  and  brought  the  mother  and  another 
child  back  with  them.  Unfortunately,  the  second  child 
was  a mongcl  boy.  When  he  was  given  a drink  of  or- 
ange, he  blew  through  the  straw  instead  of  sucking.  The 
resultant  noise  was  clearly  audible.  And,  the  effect  upon 
his  mother  was  clearly  evident.  She  looked  around  with 
a worried  air,  to  see  what  we  others  thought  of  her  son. 
She  looked  old  beyond  her  years,  her  shoulders  were 
tilted  forwards  and  her  back  was  stooped.  You  did  not 
need  to  be  a Doctor  to  see  that  her  life  had  been  spoiled 
by  having  a mentally  defective  son.  Even  the  beauty  we 
had  seen  all  day  could  not  mask  the  sorrow  of  this  in- 
cident. 

Every  coin  has  two  sides  and  there  is  another  side 
to  the  above.  Not  long  ago  my  wife  and  I went  out  to 
oinner.  At  the  next  table,  one  of  the  party  was  a mon- 
gol  child.  But,  nc-one  here  was  embarrassed.  Tne  child 
was  an  accepted  member  of  the  party.  This  being  so,  I 
doubt  if  many  people  noticed  the  child’s  defect. 

So,  there  you  have  it,  the  two  sides  of  the  coin.  What 
had  spoiled  the  life  of  one  mother,  had  added  to  the  life 
cf  the  ether. 

Mental  deficiency  has  been  with  us  from  the  begin- 
ning of  time  and  I am  sure  it  will  be  with  us  until  the 
end  of  time.  As  to  whether  their  numbers  will  increase, 
no-cne  can  be  sure.  (1  am  inclined  to  think  they  will). 
However,  even  if  they  do  not  increase  in  number  per 
1,000  births,  I am  sure  that  their  survival  rate  will  in- 
crease as  it  has  done  over  the  last  decade  or  two.  How 
car.  we  help  ? At  present  there  is  no  cure.  But,  we  can 
provide  hospitals  and  training  and  occupation  centres  for 
them.  We  must  have  both  lines  of  approach.  Either  way 
should  always  be  available  to  the  parents.  And  I believe 
that  no  coercion  should  be  applied.  Nowadays  one  reads 
so  often  that  the  unfortunate  child  is  better  off  at  home 
and  that  such  a child  can  be  interesting  and  worthwhile. 
Very  true  if  the  mother  happens  to  be  one  of  the  second 


group  I have  mentioned.  But,  what  hell  if  she  is  like 
the  other  group.  Also,  the  attitudes  of  the  father  and 
of  the  ether  children  must  be  considered.  An  unwanted 
normal  child  can  cause  a big  strain  in  a family,  let  alone 
a defective  child.  I believe  that  the  choice  between  home 
and  hospital  should  always  be  there.  Further,  that  choice 
should  not  be  irrevocable.  Circumstances  can  and  da 
alter  and  regard  must  be  had  to  these  changes. 

One  step  forwards,  yes  and  we  have  certainly  taken 
it.  Mothers  who  want  to  keep  their  children  are  now 
encouraged  to' do  so.  More  important,  they  can  be  helped. 
The  training  centres  do  a wonderful  job.  The  children 
improve  and  the  family  is  also  helped  — what  a relief 
it  must  be  to  the  mother  when  the  child  keeps  school 
hours.  Also,  since  the  Mental  Health  Treatment  Act  of 
1959,  these  children  have  been  known  as  subnormal  — a 
much  gentler  nomenclature  than  the  previous  idiot,  im- 
becile, etc.  Tnis  shows  a laudable  trend  towards  us  ac- 
cepting them.  Two  steps  back,  1 wonder  ? It  is  not 
almost  a refinement  of  cruelty  to  produce  the  above  im- 
provements but  to  produce  them  in  insufficient  quantity? 
Were  I a parent  waiting  for  such  facilities  I would  cer- 
tainly think  so.  For  instance,  we  have  heard  a lot  lately 
of  the  ten  year  plan  for  hospital  building  and  Local 
Health  Authority  services.  Yet,  after  these  ten  years,  I 
know  of  one  large  Regional  Hospital  Board  which  will 
have  less  beds,  per  thousand  cf  the  population,  for  the  sub- 
normal than  it  has  at  present  — always  assuming  that  it 
manages  to  fulfil  its  plan.  No,  I want  to  see  us  take 
two  steps  forward.  Surely,  we  should  be  determined  tr 
have  sufficient  places  in  hospitals  and  training  centres 
for  every  subnormal  child  as  soon  as  possible. 


Notes  1 

1.  Please  do  not  think  I am  comparing  the  mothers  men- 
t ion co  ab.ve.  I do  not  fce-ieve  it’s  any  better  to  keep  t'.'.e 
child  at  home  than  to  send  it  to  hospital.  Every  case 
is  different  and  in  every  case  the  parents  should  have  a 
lice  choice  and  they  should  be  able  to  change  their 
minds  if  need  be.  Tne  only  thing  wrong  is  not  in  choos- 
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ing  one  way  or  the  other,  but,  in  not  being  able  to 
choose. 


2.  I am  not  criticising  any  particular  Hospital  Board  or 
Local  Authority.  Not  one  of  us  is  blameless  while  a 
shortage  exists. 

3.  One  final  thought,  why  are  so  many  subnormal  children 
dressed  in  such  an  old  fashioned  way  ? Thick  stockings 
for  the  females  and  old  fashioned  grey  flannel  trousers 
for  the  males  are  so  often  the  rule.  Times  many  I have 
diagnosed  mental  subnormality  from  the  back,  merely  by 
noticing  clothing.

The  number  of  births  and  the  birth  rate  are  both 
appreciably  higher  than  last  year.  This  has  been  a good 
year.  The  infant  death  rate  is  less,  the  neo-natal  mortal- 
ity rate  is  less  and  the  early  neo-natal  mortality  rate  and 
peii-natal  mortality  rate  are  also  less.  The  only  increase 
is  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  infant  deaths.  Last  year 
there  were  no  such  deaths  but  this  year  we  have  had 
three.

These  causes  of  death  are  consistent  with  past  experi- 
ence. Prematurity  and  bronchopneumonia  are  always 
dangerous  to  infants.  Every  mother  to  be  should  go  to 
any  lengths  in  order  to  receive  ante-natal  care.  It  is  free 
to  everyone.  Skilled  care  can  be  obtained  through  the 
National  Health  Service  or  at  a County  Council  Clinic.

These  samples  provide  a check  on  the  water  distrib- 
uted from  the  Hcdthorpe  Pumping  Station,  with  the  ex- 
ception cf  Mansfield  Road,  Clowne,  which  is  supplied 
with  a softened  water  from  the  Board’s  Bolsover  treat- 
ment plant. 

All  samples  were  free  from  ccliform  organisms  and 
physically  satisfactory.  Complete  analyses  are  attached 
and  it  can  be  seen  from  these  that  neither  source  shows 
any  evidence  of  plumbo-solvency. 

As  a result  of  a joint  effort  between  the  Borough  of 
Worksop,  the  National  Coal  Board  and  ourselves,  the 
chlorination  point  on  the  Hodthorpe  supply  was  trans- 
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ferred  from  Hcdthorpe  Pumping  Station  to  the  source  of 
supply  at  Manton  Colliery  to  ensure  sterility  to  those 
consumers  who  abstract  in  the  Worksop  Area. 

During  the  season  regular  samples  were  taken  from 
the  Swimming  Baths  at  Creswell  to  assess  the  bacterial 
quality  of  the  water  and  to  aid  the  superintendent  in 
the  control  of  treatment  of  the  bath  water.

I am  very  sorry  to  report  that  this 
is  30  less  than  in  1961.  This  is  not  the  way  to  keep 
ourselves  free  from  diphtheria.  I do  urge  parents  to  have 
their  children  immunised  against  diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  15  cases  this  year,  which  is  virtually  the 
same  number  as  in  1961.  So  far  as  I am  aware  none 
of  these  suffered  any  serious  complications. 

Poliomyelitis 

Once  again,  we  have  no  case  on  our  district.  A pleas- 
ing thing  to  report.  I do  advise  everyone  who  is  eiegible 
to  be  vaccinated  against  this  disease.  Protection  can  now 
be  conferred  by  mouth  and  an  injection  is  no  longer 
necessary.

To  the  CHAIRMAN  and  MEMBERS  of  the 
CLOWNE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  1962  all  the  branches  of  the  Department 
shewed  considerable  progress.  On  the  surveying  side, 
bus  shelters  of  a new  design  were  built  of  materials  to 
blend  with  surrounding  property  and  the  Council’s  policy 
of  beautifying  the  district  with  planted  open  spaces 
continued  with  success.  The  engineering  side  of  the 
Department  broke  new  ground,  firstly  with  the  construc- 
tion of  a small  sewage  works  of  my  own  design  at  Low 
Common  Barlborough,  secondly  with  a scheme  to  serve 
some  isolated  houses  by  pumping  sewage  to  the  nearest 
sewer  and  thirdly  the  design  of  sludge  beds  which  will 
improve  drainage  and  facilitate  emptying. 

The  building  of  further  Council  houses  was  unfortun- 
ately delayed  due  to  planning  and  mining  subsidence, 
problems.  This  delay  on  clearing  slum  houses  undoubt- 
edly affects  the  health  of  the  unfortunate  residents.  The 
improvement  of  pre-war  Council  houses  continued:  with 
several  schemes.  140  houses  in  Crc-swell  were  rewired 
and  brought  up  to  a satisfactory  modern  standard.  Plans 
were  approved  to  extend  this  throughout  the  district. 
A start  was  made  in  remedying  fundamental  defects  on 
estates  in  Clcwne  and  Whitwell  and  a scheme  to  improve 
76  old  aged  persons  bungalows  by  the  provision  of  a 
bathroom  and  internal  water  closet  was  approved.  Two 
severe  gales  during  the  year  unfortunately  caused  con- 
siderable damage  to  Council  property. 

Pi  ogress  was  maintained  in  all  Public  Health  matters 
including  meat  inspection  and  food  hygiene  matters.  The 
rare  complaints  received  on  public  cleansing  testifies  to 
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the  efficiency  of  the  service  and  a weekly  service  was 

maintained  throughout  the  year.  One haPpy 
the  visit  to  Whitwell  of  the  East  Midlands  Division  of 
the  National  Clean  Air  Society  at  which  the  Council 
were  hosts  in  conjunction  with  the  Steetley  Dolofrit 

Company. 


I would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  who 
have  all  worked  loyally  and  efficiently  during  the  year 
and  also  thank  Dr.  Robertson  and  Mr  Culverhouse  for 
their  co-operation.  Finally,  I would  like  to  thank  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  who  have  encouraged  me  to  an 
deavour  to  provide  a better  service  to  the  community  m 
all  aspects.

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HOUSING 


No  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year  and  no 
further  contracts  let.  Many  investigations  and  negotia- 
tions took  place  during  the  year  over  suitable  sites  and 
difficulties  were  encountered  over  planning  permission 
and  mining  subsidence.  He-letting  of  houses  was  made 
mainly  from  the  existing  housing  lists,  but  the  tragedy 
of  people  living  in  houses  of  extremely  loW  standard 
continues,  particularly  in  the  parish  of  Barlborough. 

In  December,  there  were  25  families  living  in  houses 
subject  to  Demolition  Orders  and  there  were  728  appli- 
cations on  the  register,  of  which  109  applications  were 
of  less  than  one  year  standing. 

The  total  number  of  houses  under  the  control  of  the 
Council  on  the  31st  December,  was  1,919. 


Maintenance 

During  the  year  4,965  complaints  were  received  and 
a total  of  5,332  defects  were  remedied,  by  the  Council 
Workmen.  A number  of  houses  in  Clowne  and  Whitwell 
were  re-pcinted  during  the  year.  ,

Baths  have  been  re-enamelled  as  they  became  defec- 
tive. This  method  or  repair  has  shown  a saving  on  the 
re  placement  of  unsound  baths. 

Replacement  wood  windows  have  been  painted  after 
fitting. 


Improvements 

During  the  year  the  electricity  supply  in  Elmfields, 
Creswell,  was  changed  over  from  the  National  Coal 
Board  supply  to  the  East  Midlands  Electricity  Board  and 
it  was  found  necessary  to  improve  the  wiring  and  fittings 
in  140  Council  houses  in  Elmfields,  Creswell.  All  Council 
houses  in  Creswell  are  up  to  a reasonable  standard  in 
electrical  fittings. 

A survey  on  the  rest  of  the  Council  houses  in  the 
District  was  carried  out  and  some  disturbing  deficiencies 
were  found,  particularly  in  the  Clowne  area.  A standard 
was  recommended  and  accepted  by  the  Council  and  338 
pre-war  houses  were  found  to  be  below  the  standard. 
A phased  programme  over  three  years  to  bring  these 
houses  up  to  standard  was  accepted  by  the  Housing 
Committee  after  considerable  deliberation. 

Reports  were  made  to  the  Council  that  certain  fun- 
damental defects  had  appeared  in  pre-war  Council  houses 
in  Mansfield  Road,  Clowne  and  Southfield  Lane, 
Whitwell.  It  was  agreed  to  remedy  these  defects  as  and 
when  possible  by  direct  labour. 

During  the  year  a scheme  was  prepared  and  accepted 
by  the  Council  for  the  improvements  of  76  aged  per- 
sons bungalows.  The  scheme  consisted  of  creating  a 
separate  bathroom  including  a bath,  wash  hand  basin 
and  water  closet  and  certain  kitchen  improvement. 
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Considerable  damage  to  Council  houses  took  place 
during  exceptional  gales  which  occurred  in  February  and 
December.  Members  of  the  staff  were  detailed  to  make 
inspections  and  assessments  of  the  damage  immediately 
after  the  gales  and  any  dangerous  chimney  stacks  and 
slates  were  immediately  dealt  with.  Both  direct  labour 
and  contractors  were  employed  in  repairing  the  damage 
which  was  completed  one  month  after  the  gales.  For- 
tunately no  one  was  hurt  in  Council  property  during  the 
gales. 

179  houses  were  affected  in  February  and  110  in 
December. 


Mining  Subsidence 

During  the  year  61  Council  properties  and  plants 
were  surveyed  and  it  was  found  that  28  had  been  affec- 
ted Appropriate  claims  were  registered  with  the  Nat- 
ional Coal  Board. 


Alterations  in  Council  Houses 

103  applications  were  made  by  tenants  of  Council  accom- 
modation for  alterations  to  be  carried  out  ; each  applica- 
tion involved  at  least  four  visits.  This  section  of  the 
Department  has  increased  considerably  during  the  past 
year.

Sewage  Disposal 

Parish  of  Rarlborough 
Slay  ley  Lane  Works 

These  works  are  attractively  laid  out  and  are,  very 
well  maintained.  Tne  effluent  reports  are  consistently 
good  and  sludge  disposal  is  at  present  carried  out  by 
the  mcncrail  system. 

Barbers  Row 

These  works  only  deal  with  sink  waste,  but  are 
antiquated  and  inefficient.  Fortunately  the  demolition 
of  Barbers  Row  will  render  their  replacement  necessary. 

Lew  Common 

During  the  year  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Low 
Common  were  completely  reconstructed  to  a design  of 
my  own.  The  equipment  was  ordered  by  the  Depart- 
ment and  the  construction  was  carried  out  by  Craggs 
Building  Company,  Limited.  The  plant  consists  of  a 
screening  chamber,  settling  tank,  dosing  chamber,  filter 
bed  and  humus  tank  and  the  dry  weather  flow  capacity 
is  2/.00  gallons  per  day. 

The  reconstruction  of  these  works  will  give  service 
to  houses  without  nuisance  and  will  allow  for  modernisa- 
tion of  existing  houses  and  the  conversion  of  some 
houses  from  the  pail  to  the  water  carriage  system. 
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Palish  of  Creswell 
C reswell  Craggs  Works 

These  works  are  still  suffering  from  the  effects  of 
mining  subsidence  and  the  effluents  were  unsatisfactory. 
Several  meetings  were  held  with  officials  of  the  National 
Ccal  Beard  and  eventually  liability  for  the  total  damage 
was  accepted  by  the  Board.  A start  on  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  affected  parts  of  the  works  was  made  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  year. 


Parish  cl  Whitwell 
Whitwell  Works 

A report  was  received  from  the  Trent  River  Board 
that  these  works  were  insufficiently  provided  with  humus 
tanks  and  sludge  bed  capacity.  As  several  other  aspects 
of  the  plant  need  renovation  and  improvement,  it  war 
agreed  to  submit  a scheme  for  the  overhaul  of  the 
works. 

Satisfactory  effluent  reports  were  received  during 
the  year. 


hodlhorpe  Works 

These  works  have  functioned  as  well  as  possible  in 
difficult  circumstances.  The  scheme  to  renovate  the 
works  is  being  prepared  for  submission  to  the  appro- 
priate authorities. 

Southgate  Bungalows 

After  persistent  complaints  for  a number  of  years 
from  the  occupiers  of  Southgate  Bungalows  regarding 
the  antiquated  sewage  disposal  at  these  bungalows,  I was 
instructed  to  draw  up  a scheme  to  solve  the  problem. 

Two  schemes  were  submitted  but,  after  me?ting  the  oc- 
cupiers, it  was  decided  to  pump  the  sewage  by  an  elec- 
tric pump  to  connect  with  the  Whitwell  Common  sewer. 
This  would  also  enable  the  Dale  Inn  to  be  connected  to 
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a water  carriage  system.  Contributions  were  agreed  be- 
tween the  participants. 

The  scheme  is  scheduled  for  1964. 


Fari>h  cf  Clowne 
Lew  Road  Works 

These  works  function  satisfactorily  with  a minimum 
of  supervision.  They  are  attractively  laid  out  and  well- 
maintained.  A scheme  has  been  prepared  for  a new  de- 
sign of  sludge  drying  beds  which  will  give  improved 
drainage  and  also  allow  for  improved  access  for  empty- 
ing. 

Hdlin  Hill  Works 

The  screening  chamber  at  these  works  is  not  func- 
tioning properly  and  requires  repair.  The  works  as  a 
whole  are  working  at  near  capacity  and  any  large  scale 
development  at  Clowne  will  necessitate  extensions  to  the 
works  and  also  a new  sewerage  scheme  for  the  greater 
part  of  Clowne. 

Open  Spaces 

During  the  year  an  open  space  was  planted  out  on 
the  corner  cf  Duchess  Street  and  Mansfield  Road,  Cres- 
well.  In  addition  to  providing  residents  with  a congenial 
resting  place  over-looking  the  famous  Creswell  Craggs 
it  also  makes  the  approach  to  the  village  from  Cuckney 
more  attractive. 

Landscaping  with  the  planting  of  trees  in  the  open 
space  in  Wilson  Avenue,  Clowne,  was  carried  out  in 
order  to  blend  with  similar  landscaping  surrounding  the 
Dei  byshire  County  Council’s  Aged  Persons  Hostel. 

It  was  discussed  during  the  year  that  the  common 
watering  place  at  Craggs  Corner,  Creswell,  had  been  ac- 
cidentally fenced  off.  The  land  was  claimed  by  the 
Council  and  a scheme  for  a garden,  rest  area  and  child- 
ren’s playing  area  has  been  prepared  for  approval. 
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R u i Shelters 

Six  bus  shelters  were  erected  during  the  year  as 
fellows 

High  Street,  Barlborough  — Natural  stone  and  cedar 
shingle  roof. 

Elmton  Read,  Creswell  — Brick  walls  and  Rosemary 
Tiles  roof. 

Bakestone  Moor,  Whitwell  — Brick  walls  and  Rosemary 
Tiles  roof. 

Whitwell  Common,  Whitwell  — Anston  walls  and  Dread- 
nought tiles. 

Boalers  Corner,  Creswell  — Coloured  artificial  Anstones 
and  Hardrow  multi-coloured  tiles. 

Angel  Corner,  High  Street,  Clowne  — Plain  Anston  walls 
and  Leighton  Buzzard  Tiles. 

The  pjolicy  adopted  with  these  shelters  was  to  con- 
struct a shelter  which  would  blend  in  with  the  surround- 
ings. The  last  three  constructed  were  an  original  design 
and  were  made  of  artificial  stone  with  varying  coloured 
tiles.  These  created  a great  deal  of  interest,  particularly 
the  one  at  Boalers  Corner,  and  we  had  many  inquiries 
from  neighbouring  local  authorities. 

Wayside  Seats 

Ten  new  wayside  seats  were  erected  during  the  year 
in  the  various  parishes  and  old  seats  were  replaced  by 
new  ones.  Seats  are  provided  where  possible  in  congen- 
ial surroundings  and  some  are  placed  in  garden  areas 
created  by  the  Council. 

New  Buildings  Inspection 

A total  of  295  applications  for  erection  or  alteration 
of  buildings  were  received.  213  new  buildings  were  com- 
pleted involving  a total  of  1,841  visits. 

14  private  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year. 

A total  of  95  applications  were  received  involving  a 
planning  decision. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH 


Public  Health  Act,  1936 

Consequent  upon  co-operation  between  this  Authority 
and  owners  cf  private  houses,  the  standard  of  houses  is 
improving  generally. 

One  privately  owned  house  was  made  fit  by  the 
Council  cn  the  default  of  the  owner,  33  were  made  fit 
after  informal  action  and  62  were  made  fit  after  formal 
action 

The  Council  had  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings 
against  the  owners  cf  one  house. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

No  additional  licences  were  granted  during  the  year. 
There  is  one  van  licensed  in  your  District. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  implement  enforcement 
action  against  caravans  which  squatted  without  permis- 
ricn  cn  an  undesirable  site.

Unfit  Houses 

26  houses  were  represented  as  being  unfit  for  human 
habitation.  24  Demolition  Orders  were  served  and  2 
were  held  over. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  public  conveniences  in  each  of  the  parishes  still 
remain  a target  for  inexplicable  acts  of  vandalism  and 
continue  to  be  an  expensive  item  to  maintain. 

Cleansing  and  Salvage 

The  cleansing  section  of  my  Department  continues  to 
function  smeothly  and  with  little  complaint. 

The  controlled  tip  at  Southfield  Lane,  Whitwell,  gives 
rise  to  few  ^complaints  due  to  the  strict  and  constant, 
supervision  being  made.  The  tip  is  frequently  visited  by 
the  Pests  Officer. 
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Paper  and  metals  have  been  salvaged  from  the  refuse 
by  hand  and  the  revenue  from  the  source  brought  in 
a total  cf  £596  0 Od.

M at  Inspection 


The  effect  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  was  felt 
during  the  year  and  the  reduction  of  the  slaughterhouses 
to  two,  made  meat  inspection  much  easier.  For  the  first 
time  for  mere  than  twenty  years  the  production  of  bacon 
ceased  at  the  Midland  Bacon  Factory.  Falling  home 
production  of  bacon  and  increased  foreign  imports  has 
been  a national  trend  and,  if  economic  conditions  are  not 
altered,  home  produced  bacon  will  become  as  rare  as 
English  farm  butter  now  is. 

The  slaughterhouse  at  the  Midland  Bacon  Factory 
continued  to  be  used  for  pork  production.  The  figures 
for  condemned  meat  in  the  area  were  below  the  national 
average  reflecting  the  good  quality  of  meat  killed  locally.

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Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  deposit  gauges  and  sulphur  candles  showed  a 
consistent  pattern  during  1962.  Observations  were  kept 
on  colliery  tips,  industrial  chimneys  and  the  rotary  kiln. 

The  main  source  of  anxiety  in  the  District  was  the 
■old  colliery  tip  at  Creswell.  The  efforts  to  damp  down 
the  blaze  were  successful,  but  the  slow  combustion 
meant  the  oxidisation  of  sulphur  in  the  coal  with  a most 
pungent  smell  in  the  village  when  the  wind  was  blowing 
from  the  colliery. 

During  the  year  I was  instructed  to  draw  up  a 
phased  programme  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  District 
with  smoke  control  areas. 

In  September,  the  Council  were  the  hosts  of  the 
East  Midland  Division  of  the  National  Clean  Air  Society. 
By  kind  courtesy  of  Steetley  Dolofrit  Limited,  a visit 
was  arranged  to  view  the  quarry  and  large  rotary  kiln 
cf  the  Company  producing  refractory  material. 

In  the  afternoon  a civic  welcome  was  given  by  Coun- 
cillor C Thorpe,  J.P.,  Chairman  of  the  Clowne  Rural 
District  Council,  to  the  Society  and  a lecture  on  “Dust 
Problems  in  Industry”  was  given  by  Mr  H.  W.  Thorp, 
B.Sc.,  M.I.Chem.E.,  A.R.I,C„  Consultant  to  the  Steetley 
Company. 


Petroleum 

29  renewal  licences  were  issued  for  petrol  storage,  the 
total  amount  in  the  area  now  being  55,600  gallons.
